regard to the Peoples Natural Ga? 
company of this city and had fixed 
the gas rate at a flat rate of thirty 
cents per thousand cubic feet, and 
that the order iii regard to tin* Cen­ 
tral Fuel Gas Company of this city 
had been set aside and the petition 
of the City of Rushville for a re­ 
hearing granted. 


Recently the commission entered 
an order granting bo th companies an 
increase in the rate which they could 
('barge for g a s , allowing them forty 
cents per thousand 
cubic for tin 


first ten thousand and thirty cent- 
for each thousand cubic lect there- 
a I (cr. 


The distinction made in the 
two 


c a s e s is due to the fact that 
with 
the petition for a rehearing in tin 
Peoples company case, some 
evid­ 
ence was introduced alleging 
that 
the 
company had paid 
excessive 
salaries to its board of directors and 
had granted excessive dividends in 
the last seventeen years. 


Copies of the commission’s order 


were received here this afternoon. 
The order sets forth that the Peo­ 
ples Gas Company shall 
at 
once 
cease giving unlawfully free gas to 
tin' directors, secretary and super­ 


intendent of the company and that 
if the gas company can not make a 
fair return on its investment, those 
who have been receiving 
gas 
free 
might leimburse the 
company 
tor 
the 
g a s used since M ay 
I. 
1913, 
when the public service commission 


law became effective. 
The order in­ 
dicates that the company may make 
a minnimum charge of thirty cents 


a month. 


“ An increase of IOO per 
cent in 
the price of gas pills the increased 
revenues derived by 
charging 
the 


directors and officers of the com­ 
pany the established rate for gas 
used by them will yield 
sufficient 
revenues to maintain properly this 
property, earn a reasonable return 
upon the fair value thereof and a 
.substantial sum for depreciation. 
ll 
there is some 
additional 
revenue 
needed, which will not be. it might 
not be improper to suggest that a re­ 
duction in salaries 
will 
afford 
a 
substantial 
additional 
income. 
Should this fail as a 
last 
resort, 
those who have for years received 
free gas. should cheerfully reimburse

“ It is further ordered by said com­ 
mission that said Peoples Natural 
Gas company 
shall

rate herein above fixed shall become 
effective on the first 
day of June, 
1915.”

fight made by 106 patrons of the 


company,

Barrett, a stockholder in tile com­ 
pany. who filed a petition for a re­

The ease of the state against A n ­

lordly a handful in the court room.

The closing arguments started 
im­ 


mediately after the noon hour. 


The evidence for the state differ­ 


ed hut little from that at the police 
court trial. All three policemen tes­ 
tified as to what they found at the 


i g l e s . 
The keg found at the place 
iii the raid was placed in front of 
the ju ry and the police 
described 
the bar at the Eagles and the crowd 


there'on the day of 
the 
raid. 
All 
admitted that there was no evidence 
of a sale of any kind but that they 
found a large number of empty kegs 
in a rear room, showing that 
the 
Eagles frequently had 
parties 
of 
this kind. 


Police Hardin told of a 
second 
visit to the E a g l e s room on that day. 


He was taken there bv Ja c k Su lli­ 
van on the night that the raid took 
place Hardin stated that there was 
probably forty men in the place and 
all were drinking beer. 
He stated 
that he did nothing with 
the 
keg 
found there on that trip. 


Jam es Gera gilly, the only 
other 
witness used by the "late, 
testified 


that he was treasurer tit the lodge 
and that Kinsley 
was 
paid $12 a 
week to aet as custodian and that 
the money w a s paid from a “ social” 
fund derived from the sale of beer, 
cigar" and soft drink". 
Geraghty's 
evidence was even more damaging 
than in police court. A receipt for a 
government liquor license was read 
by Prosecutor Stevens and placed 
iii evidence. 
The lieeii"e was taken 
out last December. 


The defense of Kinsley in police 
court w a s that the keg of beer had 
been sent there by a 
piano 
agent 
named Oil" Myers, of 
Indianapolis 
and that it w a s a free party. Myers 


w a s not present today and Kinsley 
offered no defense.

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A Problem in Sanitation. 


Great Britain, as well as every 
other country involved in the great 
world war, is facing a crisis— one 
that is not what the word ordinarily 
conveys. 
Great Britain must tight 
tile spread of disease that is due to 
rise from foul-smelling, dead-spotted 
battle fields of Europe. 
The British 
have realized this long ago and they 
are now iii the greatest sanitary cam ­ 
paign ever undertaken iii the history 
of the world. 
Hundreds of 
decomposed 
bodies 
are lying just acrose the channel in 
Europe. 
Hot weather is. approach* 
iiig. 
Henceforth, disease threatens 
to become as great to the soldiers 
and civil population as the more m a­ 
terial foe. 
British health authorities have a l­ 
ready declared w ar on the common 
fly. 
Housewives 
throughout 
the 
Briti-h NU*-- will soon receive orders 
to take every 
possible precaution 
against thD discase carrier. 
Every 
particle of food served in her home 
m ist he >crupuloiislv screened. 
The 
government will 
place her on her 
honor to fight against contagion just 
as the soldier^ arc fighting against 
tile enemy iii the field. 
The health authorities point 
out 
that less than an equal distance from 
London to Newcastle, Eng., are the 
greatest disease breeding cesspools 
of European battlefields. 
They re­ 
fer to the 
Hooded 
districts of the 
Yser river where bodies of men and 
hordes killed in the fighting months 
ago still remain polluting the air iii 
ewer direction. 
With the coming of 
hot weather millions 
of flies 
will 
gather. 
These very flies, the gov­ 
ernment believes could easily dissem­ 
inate disease germs into England. 
One of the first English authori­ 
ties on sanitation to sound tin' men­ 
ace of disease for the coming sum­ 
mer was Professor Simpson, King’s 
College, London. 
He declared that 
the armies of Europe will he found 
in 
a radically 
different 
physical 
mental and material 
condition iii 
August and Autumn of 1915. Should 
epidemics then arise they will not be 
confined to the armies that are strick­ 
en. nor will the civil populations in 
devastated areas escape, he asserted. 
The government has warned dis­ 
trict sanitation officers throughout 
the country to pay especial attention 
to foodstuffs intended for the con­ 
sumption of 
troops.

The cold is not doing the young 
corn any good. 
And iii this regard 
it might he -aid, as one farmer stat 
cd today, the farmer who planted his 
corn early this year and was ridi­ 
culed 
by 
his 
more 
conservative 
neighbor can now realize what the 
old 
adage “ He 
who 
laughs 
last 
laughs best”— really means. 


The farmer who planted bis corn 
early surely had the right ‘‘hunch’ 
this year. 
For most of the early 
corn is now lip above the ground anc 
the cold, damp weather is not doing 
it as much harm as the corn which 
was planted late and has not yet 
peeped up above the surface of the 
ca rill.

was hut little if any wheat sown be­ 
fore September 25 last year in this; 
county. 
Much of it was sown in Dc 
toller and 
some as 
late as after 
the middle of the month. 
Yet tin 
fly is in the late sown wheat as well 
as in the earlier sown and in some 
eases the late sown wheat is the 
worst ravaged of all. 


Some farmers are advancing the 
old theory just now that the whoh 
thing is a gamble and say there is no 
rule that will hold 
good under all 
onditions. 
The weather is the big 
tiling and just as long as they can 
not know what that is going to lie

A Problem in Sanitation. 


Great Britain, as -well as every 


other country involved in the great 
world vrar, is facing a crisis—one 
(hat is not what the word ordinarily 
conveys. 
Great Britain must fight 


the spread of disease that is due to 
rise from foul-smelling, dead-spotted 
buttle fields of Europe. The British 
have realized this long ago and they 
are now in the greatest sanitary cam- 
paign ever undertaken in the history 
of the world. 


Hundreds of decomposed 
bodies 


arc lying just across the channel in 
Europe. Hot weather is approach- 
ing. 
Henceforth, disease threat-ens 


to become as great to the soldiers 
and civil population as the more ma- 
terial foe. 


British health authorities have al- 


ready declared war on the common 
fly. 
Housewives 
throughout 
the 


British Isles will soon receive orders 
to take every 
possible precaution 


against this disease carrier. Every 
particle of food served in her home 
must be scrupulously screened. The 
government will 
place her on her 


honor to fight against contagion just 
as the soldiers are fighting against 
the enemy in the field. 


The health authorities point 
out 


that less than an equal distance from 
London to Newcastle, Eng., are the 
greatest disease breeding cesspools 
of European battlefields. 
They re- 


fer to I he 
flooded 
districts of the 


Yser river where bodies of men and 
horses killed in the fighting months 
ago still remain polluting the air in 
ever direction. With the coming of 
hot weather millions 
of flics will 


gather. 
These very flies, the gov- 


ernment believes could easily dissem- 
inate disease germs into England. 


One of the first English authori- 


ties on sanitation to sound the men- 
ace of disease for the coming sum- 
mer was Professor Simpson, King's 
College, London. He declared that 
the armies of Europe will be found 
in 
a radically 
different 
physical 


incnta! and material 
condition in 


August and Autumn of 1915. Should 
epidemics then arise they will not be 
confined to (he armies that are strick- 
en, nor will the civil populations in 
devastated areas escape, he asserted. 


The government has warned dis- 


trict sanitation officers throughout 
the country to pay especial attention 
to foodstuffs intended for the con- 
sumption of 
troops. 
Foods with 


possible taint might make the soldiers 
ill and weaken their physical resist- 
ance to disease will not reach the 
British soldiers if 
the government 


can avoid it. 


British authorities at all channel 


ports have been instructed to ex- 
amine every 
person entering 
the 


country to ascertain if he is medi- 
callv fit.

apiece a year. 


Mr. Barrett stated that he told the 


commission that if the excess in 
directors salaries were paid. back to 
the company, there would, be enough 
money to pay for digging new wells 
and keeping the old wells in repair 
for ten years. He asserted, he said, 
that the records of the company re- 
vealed that an outlay of $2,700 
a 


year had been expended in this work 
and that excessive directors salaries 
would amount to about $22,500. 


Mr. Barrett stated this morning 


that he would continue the fight to 
lower the rate of the company, in 
which he is a stockholder. He stated 
that he believed 25 cents a thousand 
cubic feet would be a fair rate and 
so expressed himself to the chair- 
men of the commission. 


Mr. Barrett said that he did not 


believe the company could be com- 
pelled to refund the additional ten 
cents on the thousand to the patrons 
who had paid their April gas bills 'at 
the rate of forty cents a thousand.

A RULING BY HEALTH BOARD 


Goods in Original Package Are to be 


Accepted as Legal if They 


Comply With Regulations 


H. E: Barnard state food and drug 


commissioner, has sent out a notice 
to health officers and inspectors and 
the grocery trade directing their at- 
tention to the passage of the follow- 
ing order mnde at the last quarterly 
meeting of the state board of health: 


"Whereas the decisions of the Su- 


preme Court of the United States in 
cases concerning the sale of 
food 


transported in interstate commerce 
and sold in original packages, 
re- 


serve to officials charged with the 
enforcement of the federal food and 
drugs act the authority to regulate 
the labeling and character of such 
foods, the chemist 
to 
the 
State 


Board of Health who is the 
State 


Food and Drug Commissioner, is 
hereby instructed to follow without 
exception the regulations for the en- 
forcement of the food 
and 
drugs 


act, promulgated by the Secretaries 
of Agriculture, the Treasury and 
Commerce and Labor, in the 
en- 


forcement of the pure food and 
drug -law Chapter 104, Acts 1907, in 
the ease of all food sold in inter- 
state commerce in the original un- 
broken package."

advised that hereafter no objection 
will be made to the sale in inter- 
state commerce, in the original un- 
broken package, of food which is 
preserved with sodium benzo;ite or
